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Dear  Listener, 

One  hundred  and  twenty-three  hours  of  continuous,  unrehearsed, 
unprogrammed  broadcasting.    That  was  the  marathon!    Some  of  it  was 
the  worst  sound  ever  to  be  heard  at  KPFK;  and  some  of  it  was  radio  at 
its  most  vital,  invigorating  and  investigative.     Taken  as  a  whole,  the 
span  of  hours  seem  to  blur  together  but  there  were  flashes  of  excitement 
which  call  sharply  to  be  remembered.    There  was  the  time,  for  instance, 
when  Elsa  Lanchester  was  bubbling  happily  over  the  microphone  and 
Father  DuBay  paced    up  and  down  outside  the  studio,  waiting  to  go  on. 
Suddenly,  a  tall,  dark,  distinguished-looking  man  walked  up  and  said, 
"I'm  Ricardo  Montalban.     I  would  like  to  say  a  few  words  if  you  think 
it  will  help  your  marathon.  " 

Elsa  said  her  sweet  good-byes  and  swept  out  of  the  studio.     In 
an  instant. .  .no  time  to  think  and  plan. .  .Ricardo  AAontalban  and 
Father  DuBay  were  seated  in  front  of  the  microphone  and  there  ensued 
one  of  the  liveliest  discussions  one  could  ever  plan. 

Everyone  who  was  involved,  or  who  got  caught  up  in  this  five 
day  huckster  holiday,   came  away  with  their  own  particular  memories. 
Their  own  high  spots.     Their  own  depressions.    But  In  the  end,  all  sorts 
of  good  things  flowed.     This  letter  cannot  detail  the  final  results 
because  the  mountain  of  paperwork  will  take  time  to  process.     As  of 
this  writing,   barely  a  week  after  the  final  hour  of  the  marathon, 
over  one-half    of  the  pledged  amounts  is  actually  in  the  bag! 
A  phenomenal  showing  !     And  a  remarkable  commentary  on  the 
fidelity  of  the  KPFK  audience. 
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One  of  the  most  important  benfits  to  the  station  will  result  from 
the  fact  that,  from  the  way  things  look  at  this  stage,  we  will  have  added 
over  500  new  subscribers  to  our  list.    Think  of  what  this  means  at  renewal 
time  next  year.     A  host  of  volunteers  came  forward,  without  whose  help 
we  could  never  have  managed  the  myriad  details.    So  many  remained  to 
continue  their  help;    it  is  due  to  them  that  the  processing  of  the  pledges 
has  proceeded  so  smoothly. 

A  raft  of  talent,  some  heard  over  our  airwaves  long  ago,  some 
never  before  exposed  to  a  KPFK  microphone,  joined  the  throng  and 
soon  you  will  be  able  to  hear  their  music,  commentaries  and  drama. 
This  is  our  community,  all  these  people  represent  the  efforts,  the  voices 
and  the  talents  of  Southern  California  and  they  will  help  make  the  KPFK 
sound  stronger,  more  interesting,  and  yes,  more  entertaining. 

As  for  as  the  money  itself  is  concerned,  it  would  appear  that  our 
1966  budget  will  be  balanced,  in  spite  of  our  scheduled  growth.    We 
still  have  the  bugaboo  of  "accounts  payable"  hanging  over  from 
previous  years,  but  if  we  can  translate  this  Marathon  money  and  the 
Pleasure  Faire  receipts  into  the  kind  of  programming  we  intend  to  offer, 
an  increasing  number  of  subscribers  should  put  our  treasury  in  good  order 
to  handle  our  overhanging  debts. 

Rnally,  let  us  apologize  for  the  strident  noises  and  urgent  cries 
heard  during  the  five  day  race.     But  you  beautiful  people  came  through 
so  magnificently  on  behalf  of  your  station  that  all  of  us  at  KPFK  owe 
you  our  pledge  of  thanks.    We  will  render  it  at  90.7  on  the  FM  dial.
